GIRDERS AND BEAMS: All girders and beams, posts, etc., as shown on plans and called for by the List of Material, 

will be furnished of a No. 1 grade Southern Pine, square edge and sound, and of correct dimensions accord- 
ing to their requirements. 

JOISTS, RAFTERS, STUDDING, ETC.: The necessary quantity of studding, joists, rafters, bridging, etc., are 

furnished in Southern Pine, in the correct lengths to work most economically and satisfactorily, and in the 
sizes to insure proper equalization of strength and symmetry, all to be square edge and sound material, 
entirely suitable for the purpose intended. 

SHEATHING: For the roof, siding and floors we furnish square edge Southern Pine sheathing of a suitable grade, 

standard lengths and widths. Roof sheathing to lay with a spacing for shingles unless patent roofing is 
specified. Sub-flooring to be sufficient quantity to cover all floors as specified in the Material List, and 
plans as well as box sheathing for the entire outside of the house. 

SHINGLES: To be Washington Red Cedar shingles, Extra Star A Star quality, or White Cedar shingles of the same 

value if desired by the customer, unless patent roofing is specified. The quantity we furnish being sufficient 
to lay them 4£" to the weather. 

LATH: For the lath we furnish Regular Minnesota No. 1 Soft Pine lath, 32" or 48* long. 

SIDING: For siding we furnish Beveled siding; (also known as Weatherboarding or Lap Siding), $x6, in either clear 

Oregon Spruce, “B” Red Cedar, or “C” White Pine, Clear Cypress or Poplar, unless specified to the contrary 

in our Bill of Material. 



FLOORING: For flooring we furnish Clear Georgia Pine finished flooring, for first and second floor, unless specified 

to the contrary on our Material List. For porch flooring we furnish good quality of White Pine porch 
flooring or Fir, or Cypress, as Material List may specify. 

EXTERIOR FINISH: We furnish all corner boards, all base boards, cornice boards and other exterior finish in Select

MILLWORK

INTERIOR TRIM: Material for this work to be Clear Georgia Pine, unless specified to the contrary, including all 

door and window casing, baseboard, carpet strips, (door jambs are cut to size and ready to put together) 
base blocks, cap moulding, door and window stops, chair rail, picture moulding, etc., except thresholds, which 
will be furnished in clear Oak.

HOUSE DESIGN No. 6— Cont’d 

H OUSE Design No. 6 is an ideal house for a corner lot but with its excellent lay-out 
it is equally desirable regardless whether it is placed on a corner or not. The plan 
in general is laid out with a view to beauty, economy and utility. 

You enter the reception hall which is well lighted and embellished with a handsome stair- 

f way to the second floor. A large cased opening to this room from the parlor is another beau- 
tiful feature and entering the parlor we have two bay windows, not generally obtained with- 
out considerable expense. From the parlor we pass through another cased opening into the 
A dining room. This is the most attractive room, the wall space being unbroken and lighted by 
a double window which gives ample light. In addition, we have placed a handsome casement 
sash in the rear wall, glazed with leaded crystal sheet glass, which adds much to the 
general beauty of the interior. The dining room is connected conveniently with the kitchen 
and pantry. From the pantry we have a stairway to the basement and from the kitchen an 
exit to the rear porch. This entire lower floor is laid out to save the house-keeper many use- 
less steps, which are generally necessary in homes built on poorly worked out plans. 

From the main stairway in the reception hall, we get up-stairs landing in a hallway from which direct access can 
be had to the three bed rooms and small room at the rear which may be arranged for either bed room or bath room. 
The entire house is exceptionally well lighted and ventilated. The two main bed rooms have large closets and if ad- 
ditional closet space is needed it is an easy matter to place one in the bath room and one in the small front chamber.

I N our Star Design we show a modern cattle and horse barn which we believe will meet the requirements of many 
farmers who make a business of raising stock on a moderate scale. This building is of the balloon type of construction as shown 
more fully by our Blue Print Plans. The hay-mow extends to the ground floor and also above the grain rooms on each end of the? 
barn. Cattle stalls are arranged on one side of the hay-mow, while the horse stalls are arranged on the other side The feed alleys 
between the hay-mow and stalls makes feeding economical and easy. These feed alleys communicate not only with the hay-mow but also

rooms at each end. A drive- 
way is provided through the center of the 
barn, and if desired it may be carried through 
the hay-mow as well, which feature would, 
however, reduce the capacity of the latter 
considerably. 

We particularly call your attention to the 
numerous windows shown in t he ground floor 
plans. There is no part of this structure 
t hat is not amply lighted, and the windows 
together with the ventilation in the roof 
furnishes an ample supply of fresh air to 
every part of the building. 

We list this barn in one size only. 53 feet 
wide by 80 feet in length, but if this size 
does not give sufficient stable capacity for 
cattle, a lean-to can be built at one end 
which will furnish sufficient room for fifteen 
additional head In this case, the grain room 
at one end could be consolidated, with the 
grain room at the other to provide for easy 
access to the stock at that end. In this way, 
a 12-foot addition at one end would furnish 
room for 35 head of cattle wit hout interfering 
with the horse stalls as shown in the plans. 

This barn should be placed upon a concrete 
foundation and the cement floor should be sloped 
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towards each side so that the space devoted to the 
arage of hay could be kept ary and the stables 
pt properly drained. ,

I N our “Crescent” Design, we show a barn with a balloon frame. The foundation is supposed to be of concrete 
as well as driveway leading to the barn floor. In the balloon frame we do away with built-up timbers and 
use instead 2x6 studding for outside. The upper floors are supported by two rows of posts through the center 
upon which are placed girders of the proper size to hold the upper joints and the roof is likewise supported by 
perloins running the length of the barn. 

In this construction instead of placing the boards vertical we use our regular novelty or drop siding for the outside 
which makes a very fine appearance besides being considerably warmer. The driveway in this barn runs across the 
building with the cattle and horse stalls arranged on either side of the driveway. This driveway may be used for 
feeding purposes by arranging the mangers for stock parallel with it, thus economizing labor in the care of stock. 

We are showing this design in three different sizes of uniform width of 40 feet. The entire upper floor is devoted 
to the storage of hay and other feed and a large door is provided at one end of the barn for the use of hay carrier. 
In addition to this door, there is another door on the side directly over the driveway which may be utilized where the 
large door is not wanted, or a window may be placed in the dormer where this door is placed for additional ventilation. 
This barn will hold a large amount of hay and is in many respects just such a barn as a small farmer will need. The 
stable floor is well lighted and ventilated and the sanitary requirements have been well taken care of.
